The  material  affairs  of  this  Library  have  prospered  dur- 
ing the  past  year  as  all  will  perceive.  Its  income  has  exceeded  its 
expenditure  by  $2,026.64.  It  but  needs  the  united  action  of  all  its 
generous  friends  to  provide  it  with  that  ample  revenue  that  will 
permit  the  largest  exercise  of  its  usefulness. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  did  it  not  contain  reference 
to  the  faithful  and  intelligent  services  of  the  Association’s  Librarian, 
Mr.  J.  M.  Newton,  and  his  assistants  Misses  Alice  McLean,  C.  R 
Gaither  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Bridge.  To  their  patient  and  discriminating 
efforts  much  of  the  Library’s  utility  is  indebted.  It  is  but  neces- 
sary to  speak  of  this  to  those  who  in  daily  use  of  the  Library  and 
Reading  Room  come  in  contact  with  them,  and  all  are  at  once 
reminded  of  the  unfailing  kindness  and  courtesy  and  assistance  of 
these  devoted  friends  of  the  Library. 

With  affectionate  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  Library  and 
Association,  the  outgoing  Board  submits  this  report  of  its  steward- 
ship and  saluting  the  Board  which,  by  election,  succeeds  it,  com- 
mends the  Library  to  its  care  and  wishes  its  administration  abun- 
dent  usefulness.
